CALIFORNIA IS CALLING 


Do our church-planners follow the 
findings of the Census Bureau in 
Washington? They should if they plan 
to meet present needs and to extend 
the work of the church to the best ad- 
vantage. 


A recent census report says: ‘“Cali- 
fornia Leads in Population Rise.” 
Some much ‘smaller states, notably 
Nevada, Arizona and Florida, have en- 
joyed a larger percent gain in popula- 
tion. But California’s over-all increase 
for these past six years outstrips all 
the rest. By 1965 it is predicted Cali- 
fornia will have at least 18,000,000 in- 
habitants, more than New York, next 
largest, and several millions more 
than states like Pennsylvania, Ohio 
and Minnesota. Ten thousand new- 
comers enter California each week, 
we are told—not simply as visitors 
and tourists—but to stay for good. 
‘What are our Lutheran strategists and 
planners doing about it? 


Our various syodical bodies, six or

the need involved, due to obvious re 
sons. It is for the most part admi 
istered by different offices in t 
East, far removed from the scene 
operations.
